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Growing wildfire near 
LA threatens homes

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Some 
4,000 homes were threatened 
by a growing wildfire north¬ 
west of Los Angeles that has 
forced the closure of Califor¬ 
nia's scenic coastal highway, 
firefighters said yesterday. 

Nearly 1,000 firefighters are 
battling wind-fanned flames 
that have ripped through tinder- 
dry brush near Malibu, burning 
more than 10,000 acres (40 
square kilometers), said the 
Ventura County Fire Depart¬ 
ment (VCFD). 

The fire started Thursday, 
forcing the closure of an eight- 
mile (13-kilometer) section of 
the Pacific Coast Highway 


(PCH) and a university cam¬ 
pus, and reaching a US Navy 
facility on the coast, reports 
said. 

By yesterday morning 15 
homes had been damaged but 
none destroyed, the VCFD said 
on its Twitter feed, putting the 
number of homes threatened at 
4,000. The blaze has been 10 
percent contained, it added. 

VCFD spokeswoman Lori 
Ross said the fire was heading 
south towards the LA County 
line, adding that firefighters 
were concerned that winds 
could turn onshore, posing a 
new threat.

'Tsarnaev innocent' leaflets 
pasted in Kyrgyzstan 


BISHKEK (AFP) - Kyrgyzs¬ 
tan special services said yester¬ 
day they were looking for 
people who pasted up leaflets 
proclaiming the innocence of 
alleged Boston bomber 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev, who spent 
his early childhood in the ex- 
Soviet state. 

Black-and-white leaflets 
were pasted in central Bishkek 
in underpasses and outside the 
central department store with 
images of Tsarnaev at various 
ages and the caption 
"Dzhokhar Tsarnaev is inno¬ 
cent, pray for Dzhokhar," local 
media reported. 

The Kyrgyz special ser¬ 
vices "are trying to find the 
distributors of these leaflets," 
their press office told AFP. 

Tsarnaev, who has been 
charged over the deadly bomb¬ 
ings after his brother Tamerlan 
was shot dead, spent his early 
years in a town outside 
Bishkek before his family 
moved to Dagestan in Russia 
and later to the United States. 

Dzhokhar Tsarnaev has 
been charged with federal ter¬ 
ror offences over the twin 
blasts on April 15 that killed 
three and wounded 264 people 
at the Boston Marathon's finish 


line. 

The leaflets in Kyrgyzstan 
called the charges against Tsar¬ 
naev baseless and said that his 
relatives were being slandered. 
They urged people to "give 
him help and support." 

Similar leaflets appeared in 
Grozny, the capital of Chech¬ 
nya, Kavkaz Uzel (Caucasian 
Knot) online news site re¬ 
ported, although this was de¬ 
nied by the authorities. 

The text of a picture of a 
leaflet published by the web¬ 
site said: "This charge is base¬ 
less, there is not one piece of 
evidence against him." 

It also asked people to do¬ 
nate money online to help his 
parents and included a link to 
a Russian-language social net¬ 
working page titled "Dzhokhar 
is innocent." 

The spokesman of Chech¬ 
nya's strongman leader 
Ramzan Kadyrov, Alvi Kari¬ 
mov, told Russia's Echo of 
Moscow radio station: "This is 
an absolute lie. There are no 
leaflets here." 

Russian radio station 
Russkaya Sluzhba Novostei 
reported that at least one caller 
had seen a similar leaflet on a 
Moscow street.

'Massacre* feared as Syria 
war comes to port city 


100 dead, 
rescuers trapped 
in collapsed 
Darfur mine 

KHARTOUM (AFP) 
Around 100 miners are esti¬ 
mated to have died inside a 
collapsed gold mine in 
Sudan's Darfur region and 
nine rescuers trying to free 
them are now trapped, a miner 
said yesterday. 

"Nine of the rescue team 
disappeared when the land 
collapsed around them on 
Thursday," said the miner, 
who had visited the scene and 
asked to remain anonymous. 

On Monday the unlicensed 
desert gold mine began to col¬ 
lapse in Jebel Amir district, 
more than 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) northwest of the 
North Darfur state capital El 
Fasher. The stench of death is 
now seeping out of the baked 
earth, the miner said. 

"Yesterday eight bodies 
have been found and still they 
are looking for the others," he 
said. 


DAMASCUS(AFP) - Syrian 
troops yesterday bombarded 
Sunni areas of the Mediter¬ 
ranean city of Banias, a moni¬ 
toring group said, warning of a 
new "massacre," as Washing¬ 
ton said for the first time it was 
looking at arming rebels. 

The opposition National 
Coalition denounced a "large- 
scale massacre" by troops and 
militiamen on Thursday in a 
Sunni village near Banias, a 
new front in Syria's war, citing 
witness reports of civilians 
being stabbed to death. 

"The Coalition calls on the 
Arab League and the United 
Nations to act rapidly to save 
the civilians of Bayda, Banias 
and other villages across 
Syria," it said in a statement, 
accusing the regime of "war 
crimes and genocide". 

"Several sources in the vil¬ 
lage say at least 50 people 
were killed in summary execu¬ 
tions and shelling in Bayda vil¬ 
lage," a southern suburb of the 
Alawite-majority city, Rami 


Abdel Rahman of the Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
told AFP. 

The official SANA news 
agency said troops killed "ter¬ 
rorists" — the regime term for 
insurgents — and seized arms 
in an operation targeting 
rebels. 

Regular forces were sup¬ 
ported by pro-regime 
"shabiha" militiamen, said the 
Observatory, which relies on a 
network of sources on the 
ground for its information. 

The Banias region is pre¬ 
dominantly Alawite, an off¬ 
shoot of Shiite Islam and the 
sect of President Bashar al- 
Assad, while the insurgents 
battling to topple his regime 
are mainly Sunni Muslims. 

Yesterday, the army bom¬ 
barded Sunni areas of Banias 
as heavy gunfire rocked south¬ 
ern parts of the city, the Obser¬ 
vatory said. 

Abdel Rahman said troops 
were raiding homes and ma¬ 
king arrests.

Pakistan election candidate 
shot dead: police 


Unauthorised replacement 
hips fitted to 650 French 
patients 


KARACHI (AFP) - A candi¬ 
date running for parliament in 
next week’s historic Pakistani 
election was shot dead on Fri¬ 
day along with his three-year- 
old son after praying in a 
mosque in Karachi, police 
said. 

It is the first time that a na¬ 
tional assembly candidate has 
been killed in Pakistan's elec¬ 
tion campaign. Campaigning 
has been marred by Taliban 
threats and attacks, which have 
killed 63 people since April 11, 
according to an AFP tally. 

The May 11 polls for the na¬ 
tional and regional assemblies 
mark the first time that a civil¬ 
ian government completes a 
full-term and hands over to an¬ 
other at the ballot box, in a 
country that has been ruled by 
the military for half its life. 

Saddiq Zaman Khattak was 
a businessman and a candidate 
for the Awami National Party 
(ANP), the leading secular 
party in Pakistan's ethnic Pas- 


tun northwest. A party leader 
said he had previously re¬ 
ceived threats. 

Pakistani Taliban claimed 
responsibility for the attack 
and threatened further attacks 
on the ANP and its outgoing 
coalition partners, the Pakistan 
People's Party and MQM, the 
main party in Karachi. 

"We have attacked him and 
we will continue such attacks 
in the future. ANP, People's 
Party and MQM are our tar¬ 
gets," Taliban spokesman 
Ehsanullah Ehsan told AFP by 
telephone from an undisclosed 
location. 

Pakistan's interim Prime 
Minister Mir Hazar Khan 
Khoso condemned the assassi¬ 
nation and once again ordered 
security to be strengthened for 
candidates. 

"Such incidents were aimed 
at disrupting the election 
process in the country. The 
federal government will take 
all steps necessary to check 


such incidents," his office said 
in a statement. 

Karachi, a city of 18 million 
people, contributes 42 percent 
of Pakistan's GDP but is rife 
with politically and ethnically 
linked violence. 

Friday's assassination brings 
to three the number of con¬ 
stituencies where the May 11 
election will now be delayed 
because candidates have been 
killed. 

A man standing for the sec¬ 
ular MQM in the Sindh 
provincial assembly, of which 
Karachi is the capital, was shot 
dead in the city of Hyderabad 
on April 11. 

An independent candidate 
for the Baluchistan provincial 
assembly was also killed in the 
southwestern town of Jhal 
Magsi on Tuesday. 

Karachi has seen a string of 
attacks on the election cam¬ 
paign. 


PARIS (AFP) - French sur¬ 
geons have fitted 650 people 
with replacement hips that had 
not been certified as meeting 
European standards, it emerged 
in a case with echoes of a scan¬ 
dal over faulty breast implants.

BEIJING (AFP) - Two children 
died in northern China after 
drinking yoghurt which a dis¬ 
gruntled kindergarten owner 
had injected with rat poison, 
state media reported. 

The two girls in Hebei 
province drank the tainted yo¬ 
ghurt after their grandmother 
found it by a roadside, Xinhua 
news agency said. 

The children, whose ages 
were not given, were found 
"foaming at the mouth," shortly 
afterwards, the report said. One 
died before reaching hospital 
while the other died later.

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China detains 900 over toxic 
meat scandal: official 



BEIJING (AFP) - China has 
detained 900 people for crimes 
including selling rat and fox 
meat as beef and mutton, the 
public security ministry said, 
in another blow to the nation's 
food safety. 

News of the three-month 
operation, which related to 
meat products, added to a 
string of scandals that have 
galvanised public concern 
over food safety in China, 
from recycled cooking oil to 
dangerous chemicals in baby 
milk powder. 

Altogether there were "382 
cases of water-injected meat, 
fake mutton and beef, diseased 
meat, toxic and harmful meat 
products", the ministry said on 
its website on Thursday. 

"Nine hundred and four sus¬ 
pects were arrested, more than 
20,000 tons of various types of 
fake or inferior meat products 
were confiscated." 

The crimes ranged from 


sellers in eastern Jiangsu 
province making fake mutton 
from fox, rat and chemicals, 
and others in southwestern 
Guizhou province mixing hy¬ 
drogen peroxide solution with 
chicken claws. 

The scandal was widely dis¬ 
cussed by users of China's 
popular Sina Weibo mi¬ 
croblog. 

" Anything can be done once 
humanity is gone," said one 
user. 

China's top court on Friday 
announced its first ever de¬ 
tailed guidelines for the pun¬ 
ishment of food-safety related 
crimes, the state-run China 
News Service reported. 

The crimes listed included 
supplying meat from animals 
which died of illness, selling 
food with excessive amounts 
of chemical additives, and 
falsely advertising food prod¬ 
ucts, the report said, citing 
China's Supreme People's 


Court. 

The public security ministry 
said the sting on the toxic meat 
was part of a wider probe into 
food safety issues, from the 
discovery in March of thou¬ 
sands of dead pigs floating 
down a Shanghai river to the 
problem of "gutter oil". 

Cheap recycled cooking oil 
is available nationwide made 
illegally from leftovers 
scooped out of restaurant 
drains. 

One of China's worst food 
safety scandals hit in 2008 
when the industrial chemical 
melamine was found to have 
been illegally added to dairy 
products, killing at least six 
babies and making 300,000 
people ill. 

In another recent incident, 
US fast food giant KFC was 
hit by controversy after reveal¬ 
ing some Chinese suppliers 
provided chicken with high 
levels of antibiotics, in what 
appeared to be an industry¬ 
wide practice.

Fears for man-made 
bird flu bug 


PARIS (AFP) - Immunologists 
expressed concern Friday about 
the "dangerous" work of scien¬ 
tists in China who created a hy¬ 
brid bird flu virus that can 
spread in the air between 
guinea pigs, and now lives in a 
lab freezer. 

The team from the Chinese 
Academy of Agricultural Sci¬ 
ences and Gansu Agricultural 
University wrote in the journal 
Science they had created a new 
virus by mixing genes from 
H5N1 "bird flu" and H1N1 
"swine flu". 

H5N1, transmitted to people 
by birds, is fatal in about 60 
percent of cases, but does not 
transmit between humans — a 
characteristic that has pre¬ 
vented a pandemic so far. 

Some argue that hybrid stud¬ 
ies like these shed light on how 
the virus could mutate in nature 
to cause a human epidemic, and 
may help us prepare. 

Since 2003, H5N1 has in¬ 
fected 628 people, killing 374, 
according to the World Health 
Organisation. 

H1N1, which erupted in 
Mexico, is highly transmissible 
and infected a fifth of the 
world's population in a 2009-10 
pandemic, but is about as lethal 
as ordinary flu. 

The new mutant virus was 
easily transmitted between 
guinea pigs through respiratory 
droplets — which the Chinese 
team said proved the deadly 
H5N1 virus may need but a sim¬ 
ple genetic mutation to "acquire 
mammalian transmissibility". 

Flu hybrids can arise in na¬ 
ture when two virus strains in¬ 
fect the same cell and exchange 
genes in a process known as re¬ 
assortment, but there is no evi¬ 
dence that H1N1 and H5N1 
have done so yet. 

Some observers fear that sci¬ 
ence is putting mankind at risk 
by preemptively creating such 
mutants. 

"These are manmade viruses, 


they have never been made in 
Nature. They are now sitting in 
a freezer," virology professor 
Simon Wain-Hobson of 
France's Pasteur Institute told 
AFP. 

He pointed to a laboratory 
leak of foot and mouth, a cattle 
disease, which caused an out¬ 
break in Britain six years ago. 

It was unclear how the flu 
hybrid, which is not deadly in 
guinea pigs, would affect peo¬ 
ple — but Wain-Hobson 
warned: "These could be pan¬ 
demic viruses. 

Wain-Hobson and others fear 
the risk may far outweight the 
scientific value of the research. 

The findings held little value 
for finding a vaccine or treat¬ 
ment that would take years to 
develop — probably long after 
an outbreak, they argue. 

"The record of containment 
in the highest containment lab¬ 
oratories is not good. There 
have been repeated leaks," said 
Robert May, a former president 
of Britain's Royal Society of 
science. 

Virologist John Oxford from 
the Queen Mary University of 
London, however, said the ex¬ 
periment was a valuable 
wakeup call. 

It showed that the two 
viruses, both still infecting peo¬ 
ple around the world, can swap 
genes. 

In January, scientists in the 
United States and the Nether¬ 
lands resumed controversial re¬ 
search into their own hybrid flu 
viruses after taking a year-long 
break to allay fears of the bug 
escaping the lab or falling into 
terrorist hands. 

Their creation was able to 
jump between ferrets, consid¬ 
ered a good research model for 
human disease spread. 

The US-Dutch teams cited a 
"public health responsibility" to 
resume the work, halted after a 
public outcry and global safety 
probes.

US adds 165K jobs in 
April; unemployment

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
solid job creation report for 
April and a fall in the jobless 
rate to 7.5 percent sweetened 
the picture for the US econ¬ 
omy Friday, amid worries that 
it has tumbled into a "spring 
slump." 

The Labor Department said 
the economy added a firm 
165,000 jobs last month. 

But it also revised sharply 
upward the job growth num¬ 
bers for February and March, 
adding 114,000 net new posi¬ 
tions to the previously reported 
data, all in the private sector, 
even as taxes rose and govern¬ 
ment spending tightened. 

Together that pressed the 
unemployment rate down 0.1 
percentage point to 7.5 per¬ 
cent, underscoring steady if 
not spectacular gains in the job 
market in the past year. In 
April 2012, the jobless rate 
was 8.1 percent. 

The better-than-expected 
data sparked a surge in US 
stocks, with the key indices 
jumping one percent on the 
news, while the dollar, after a 
brief spike higher, headed 
lower again. 

Around 1503 GMT, the 
S&P 500 was up 1.3 percent at 
1,617, while the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average smashed 
through the 15,000 barrier for 
the first time, gaining 1.2 per¬ 
cent to 15,006. 

The dollar was at $ 1.3134 to 
one euro, down from $1.3063 
late Thursday. 

Alan Krueger, chairman of 
the White House’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said the 
data showed the economy’s 
continuing pull away from the 
2008-2009 Great Recession. 

But he warned that the push 
for more federal spending re¬ 
duction by Republicans in 
Congress could hurt growth. 

The Labor Department re¬ 
port sharply revised the overall 
picture of employment and the 
economy more broadly from 
just one month ago, when ana-

lysts were shocked by the ini¬ 
tial estimate of net jobs gener¬ 
ated in March, a paltry 88,000. 

Coupled with other data, the 
March report had suggested a 
spring stall in the economy, 
believed explainable by higher 
payroll and other taxes that 
took effect in January, and the 
sharp "sequester" federal 
spending cuts initiated on 
March 1. 

The big surprise in the re¬ 
port was the revision of the 
March jobs growth number to 
138,000, as well as February’s, 
which gained 64,000 to 
332,000. 

April’s gains were all in the 
private sector, as government 
continued to shed jobs amid 
tough budget cuts. 

Job creation was strongest 
in the professional and busi¬ 
ness services sector, tourism 
and entertainment, retail trade 
and health care, while indus¬ 
trial sector jobs shrank. 

Still, there were clear signs 
of ongoing weakness in the 
data. 

The number of people 
counted as officially unem¬ 
ployed was little changed at 
11.7 million. 

In addition, the fall in jobs 
in the industrial sector, with 
manufacturing jobs flat, 
showed that efforts to rebuild 
US industry into a larger motor 
of the economy were sagging. 


GENEVA (AFP) - China must 
fall into line by July 31 with a 
World Trade Organisation 
order to change its restrictive 
policy on certain steel imports 
from the United States, an ar¬ 
bitrator said Friday.

The Portuguese economy is 
expected to shrink by 2.3 per¬ 
cent this year with unemploy¬ 
ment poised to breach a record

Obama says time to break 'old 
stereotypes' with Mexico 



MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama told Mexi¬ 
cans Friday that it was time to 
break with "old stereotypes," 
vowing an equal partnership 
and voicing optimism that US 
immigration reform will pass 
this year. 

In a speech to young people 
in the Mexican capital's An¬ 
thropology Museum, Obama 
said he had come to the south¬ 
ern neighbor "because it is time 
to put old mindsets aside," ac¬ 
knowledging that a "new Mex¬ 
ico is emerging." 

"Despite all the bonds and 
the values that we share, despite 
all the people who claim her¬ 
itage on both sides, our atti¬ 
tudes sometimes are trapped in 


old stereo- 
types," 
Obama 
said on the 
second and 
final day of 
his visit 
here. 

"Some 
Americans 
only see 
the Mexico 
that is depicted in sensational 
headlines of violence and bor¬ 
der crossings," he said. 

"And let's admit it, some 
Mexicans think that America 
disrespects Mexico, or think that 
America is trying to impose it¬ 
self on Mexican sovereignty, or 
just want to wall ourselves off." 

Obama, who sought to shift 
attention to trade ties despite 
years of drug violence, backed 
the reform efforts pushed by 
Mexican President Enrique 
Pena Nieto and vowed to 
broaden relations beyond the 
common threats they face. 

"We are two equal partners, 
two sovereign nations. We must 
work together in mutual inter¬ 
est, in mutual respect, and if we 


do that both Mexico and the 
United States will prosper," he 
said, one day after talks with 
Pena Nieto. 

Obama acknowledged that 
demand for illegal drugs in the 
United States was the root 
cause of much of the violence 
in Mexico, but he reiterated that 
he opposed legalizing dmgs as 
a solution. 

Amid Mexican concerns 
about the illegal flow of 
weapons into the hands of dmg 
cartels, Obama vowed to "do 
everything in my power" to 
pass gun control reforms to 
"keep guns out of the hands of 
dangerous people." 

Turning to another US do¬ 
mestic issue of strong interest 
in Mexico, Obama said he was 
"absolutely convinced" that the 
US Congress would pass com¬ 
prehensive immigration reform 
this year to bring 11 million un¬ 
documented workers out of the 
shadows. 

He said the United States 
will work with Mexico to 
"have a well regulated border" 
— a deep concern among Re¬ 
publicans in the US Congress.

Fille's new 50,000-capacity 
venue, opened in August last 
year, is one of two in the far 
north of France that will host 
games in the finals, which will 
be the first in the history of the 
European Championship to 
feature 24 teams. 

Meanwhile, Fambert an¬ 
nounced that the logo for the 
tournament will be unveiled on 
June 26. 


Boxing: Unbeaten Mayweather 
risks title against Guerrero 



FIFFE (AFP) - UEFA presi¬ 
dent Michel Platini on Friday 
revealed his intention to record 
discussions between officials 
in European matches as of next 
season. 

"I understand the error of the 
referee who didn't see the foul 
by (Thomas) Mueller (on Jordi 
Alba in the build-up to Bayern

visit to the northern French 
city of Fille to check on prepa¬ 
rations for the Euro 2016 finals 
on Friday. 

"But there were three inter¬ 
national standard referees in¬ 
volved and none of them saw 
it. Something is not right. 

"If the referee were on his 
own, he wouldn't have seen it, 
and two might not have seen it 
either but, between three, they 
have to see it! 

"As of next year I have 
asked the general secretary (of 
UEFA) to record conversations 
between officials in matches 


FAS VEGAS (AFP) - Un¬ 
beaten Floyd Mayweather re¬ 
turns to the ring after a year's 
absence that included a jail 
stint today, risking his World 
Boxing Council welterweight 
title against southpaw Robert 
Guerrero. 

Mayweather, 43-0 with 26 
knockouts, went to jail last 
June for domestic violence and 
since his release eight months 
ago has been working to regain 
the fitness needed to defend 
his place atop the list of box¬ 
ing's moneymakers. 

"I feel unbeatable," May¬ 
weather said. "I'm in tip top 
condition. I'm in great shape. I 
have been working hard. 

But fellow American Guer¬ 
rero, 31-1 with 18 knockouts 
and a 15-fight win streak dat¬ 
ing to 2005, sees himself as 
having been given this oppor¬ 
tunity in order to humble May¬ 
weather by inflicting the first 
loss of his career. 

"Not just humble Floyd but 
humble the boxing world," 
Guerrero says of his mission. 
"Some poeple think Floyd is a 
god with the way he lives, the 
way he spends money. Some 
people think he is unbeatable. 

"That 0 has to go. He's going 


to have his first loss." 

And Guerrero thinks the lay¬ 
off will have more of an im¬ 
pact on Mayweather that he 
will admit. 

"Having that year off, you 
have that ring rust," Guerrero 
said. "It's going to take a little 
time to shake that ring rust off 
Being a whole year's layoff, 
he's going to feel the punches 
more." 

Mayweather plans on mak¬ 
ing "The Ghost" feel a few 
blows as well. 

"Everybody always says 
what they're going to do to 
me," Mayweather said. "He is 
a solid opponent. He talks a 


good game. Now we have to 
see if he can fight as well as 
he talks. He's more like a 
grappler, a wrestler, than a 
boxer." 

Guerrero comes off a 12- 
round decision over Andre 
Berto last November and ex¬ 
pects Mayweather to be for¬ 
midable, ring rust or no. 

Mayweather has his father, 
Floyd Snr, as his trainer for the 
fight and the elder May¬ 
weather has exchanged harsh 
words with Guerrero's father 
Ruben in pre-fight promotions. 

"We're going to beat up the 
woman beater," Ruben Guer¬ 
rero said of his son facing May¬ 
weather. 

"I don't have to fight his fa¬ 
ther," the younger Mayweather 
said. "Fike I told my dad, just 
carry yourself in a classy way." 

Helping boost Mayweather's 
pay-per-view purchase num¬ 
bers on the Mexican "Cinco de 
Maio" holiday will be a Mexi¬ 
can showdown undercard title 
bout between unbeaten chal¬ 
lenger Abner Mares, 25-0 with 
one drawn and 13 knockouts, 
and WBC featherweight cham¬ 
pion Daniel Ponce de Feon, 
44-4 with 35 knockouts.

OAKLAND (AFP) - The 
Golden State Warriors squan¬ 
dered an 18-point fourth-quar¬ 
ter lead but held on to beat the 
Denver Nuggets 92-88 on 
Thursday to reach the second 
round of the NBA playoffs. 

Stephen Curry scored 14 of 
his 22 points in a crucial third- 
quarter surge and Golden State 
survived some sloppy play in 
the final period to win the 
best-of-seven Western Confer¬ 
ence first-round series four- 
games-to-two. 

Australian NBA veteran An¬ 
drew Bogut, who battled ankle 
pain through much of the sea¬ 
son, contributed 14 points and 
21 rebounds for the sixth- 
seeded Warriors, who next 
face the West’s second-seeded 
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San Antonio Spurs. 

The veteran Spurs ousted 
the injury-depleted Los Ange¬ 
les Lakers in four games. 

The Nuggets, who won 57 
games in the regular season to 
earn the third seed in the 
Western Conference, lost all 
three games of the series in 
Oakland to bow out in the first 
round. 

Iguodala led the Nuggets 
with 24 points, nine rebounds 
and six assists. Ty Lawson 
added 17 points. Chandler 
scored 11 points but con¬ 
nected on just 5-of-17 from 
the floor. 

Golden State's All-Star for¬ 
ward David Lee, expected to

NBA: James to be named MVP on Sunday - report 



playoffs by sweeping Milwau¬ 
kee. Miami will play the win¬ 
ner of Saturday's 
Brooklyn-Chicago game in 
round two. 

James averaged 26.8 points, 
8.0 rebounds, 7.3 assists, 1.7 
steals and 1.0 blocked shots a 
game in 76 appearances this 
season, his 10th in the NBA. 

He shot career bests of 56.5 
percent from the field and 40.6 
percent from 3-point range 
and finished second in NBA 
Defensive Player of the Year 
voting to Spanish big man 


Marc Gasol of the Memphis 
Grizzlies. 

He led the heat to the win- 
ningest season in team history 
at 66-16, including a 27-game 
win streak that ranks second 
on the all-time NBA win 
streak list to the 3 3-game run 
by the 1971-72 Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

At 28, James would be the 
youngest player in NBA history 
to win a fourth regular season 
MVP award. Abdul-Jabbar, a 
record six-time MVP award 
winner, won five by age 30. 


James would join Russell as 
the only players to win the 
NBA MVP award four times 
in five years and add yet an¬ 
other honor to an incredible 
past 12 months. 

In that span, James has won 
last season's MVP award, the 
NBA Finals Most Valuable 
Player award for leading the 
Heat over Oklahoma City for 
the title last June and an 
Olympic gold medal last Au¬ 
gust with the US squad of 
NBA stars at the London 
Games. 


MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James will on Sunday be 
named the NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player for the fourth sea¬ 
son in his career, the second 
year in a row and the fourth 
time in five seasons, ESPN re¬ 
ported on Friday. 

Citing unnamed league 
sources, the sports TV network 
said the Miami Heat star will 
join legends Michael Jordan, 
Wilt Chamberlain, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar and Bill Russell 
as MVP award winners at least 
four times in their careers. 

A 120-member media panel 
votes to determine the MVP 
award winner.
